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Continuation of 2. NOTE: First, it Is noted tffi 13 new claims are proposed while only 1 1 claPs were pending. While cancellation of the 
pending claims would overcome the outstanding rejections, the proposed new claims, which have not been entered, are not all allowable. 
Proposed claim 96 is not enabled and would require a biological deposit. Proposed claims 97-102 would be rejected under 35 USC §1 12, 
1^* paragraph for lack of written description for the same reasons that pending claims 79, 81 and 83-89 are rejected. The specification 
does not teach a structure-function relationship at alt. Thus, there is no teaching about which specific one to five amino acids could be 
altered and maintain function, or how much of the N- and C-termini could be deleted and still maintain function. Absent these teachings, 
the specification does not describe the claimed truncated or mutated trichodiene synthases in such full, clear, concise and exact terms so 
as to indicate that Applicant has possession of these truncated or mutated trichodiene synthases at the time of filing of the present
